The board was to meet last night 
to hear a report by Architect Frank 
Wynkoop on possibility of eliminat- 
ing some items to obtain a lower 
bid. 3 

Two bids were received at a 
trustees’ meeting last Friday, al- 
though eight contractors had re- 
ceived sets of plans and specifica- 
tions. The tenders were by Wil- 
Hams and Burroughs of Burlin- 
game and Carrico and Gautier of 
San Francisco. 

The former firm's bid of $1,779,500 
was low. The board’s estimate was 
$1,413,000. 

Trustees had earmarked $1,700,000 
for the north county high school 
construction, but part of the sum 
already has been expended for grad- 
ing, excavaticn, utilities and furn- 
ishings. 

Hopes for opening the new plant 
before the end of the calendar year 
were jarred when the low bidder es- 
timated 390 days would be needed 
for the job. 

Both bids contained clauses per- 
mitting a halt in construction in 
event of a national emergency. 

In another action, trustees ac- 
cepted tentatively a low bid of $39,- 
000 by Heuttig, Schromm and Ben- 
nett of Palo Alto for landscaping 
the Melno-Atherton high school, 
which is to open in September. 

The figure included $6817 for 
grdding and surfacing a parking lot 
which, trustees indicated, may be 
eliminated.

Plaza 
Use Is 
Checked

On occasions it has been asserted 
that our parking plaza is virtually 
unused, and that most cars in our 
shopping area park at the curb. Last 
Saturday ‘Councilman Mike Belangie 
-and I made a two-man parking sur- 
vey at about 4:30 p.m. 


The plaza appeared — relatively 
empty, for it was less than one-third 
filled with 56 cars parked in it. 
However, there were in addition 31 
cars parked behind the El Camino 
stores in the parking space opened 
up when the parking plaza was built, 
making a total of 87 cars parked in 
the intericr of the parking plaza 
block.

---64, Even if the 17 cars parked in 
the Safeway parking lot weré in- 
cluded, the parking plaza, al- 
though lightly used, accounted for 
over half of the total parking in 
the vicinity. 


Now, if we add all the parking 
between Oak Grove avenue and 
Menlo avenue and between El Cam- 
ino and Crane street, we find that 
145 cars were parked on the streets, 
33 in two private parking lots, and 
87 in the present parking plaza. 
Moreover, the streets. were used 
practically to capacity, whereas 
about another 125 cars could have 
been parked in the parking plaza, 
so that a moderate increase in the 
total of shoppers in the area would 
have resulted in a substantial in- 
crease in the percentage of capacity 
to which the parking plaza would 
be used. 


People prefer to stop in front of 
or behind ‘a store in which they are 
gcing to shop, rather than in the 
interior of a block across the street 
from such a store. The first develop-
